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Energy drink makers 
on defensive at US 
Senate hearing 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
WASHINGTON - The multi- 
billi on-dollar global energy 
drink industry joined forces 
an Capital Hill on Wednes¬ 
day to fight off growing 
claims that their caffeine-rich 
products are hazardous to 
young people's health. 

5emDr ex e arrive s from 
Monster Beverage, R.ed Bull 
and Rockstar told the US 
Senate's Commerce Commit¬ 
tee that they do not pitch their 
drinks at children, despite 
their aggressive use of social 
media and sponsorship of ac¬ 
tion sports 

"Monster is, and always 
has been, committed to en¬ 
suring that all of the ingredi¬ 
ents m its energy drinks, 
including caffeine, are safe 
and in regulatory compliance 
for their intended use," Mon¬ 
ster Beverage chief executive 
Rodney Sacks said. 

Energy drinks are a small 
but growing segment m the 
nan-alcahoiic beverage in¬ 
dustry in the United States, 
hut health experts have ex¬ 
pressed concern that their 
caffeine content poses risks 


in youngsters as heart ar¬ 
rhythmia and higher blood 
pressure. 

Last month, the American 
Medical Association called 
for a ban on the marketing of 
energy drinks to children and 
teenagers, said Senator Jay 
Rockefeller, the commerce 
committee chairman, at the 
start of the hearing 

He stated that m the first 
six months of this year, poi¬ 
son control centers in the 
United States received ah out 
1,5DO reports involving en¬ 
ergy drinks, "more than half 
of which involved children 
under the age of IS." 

Sitting in the hearing room 
was Wendy Crossland, who 
in October 2DU sued Mon¬ 
ster Beverage after her 
daughter Anais Fournier died 
in December 2011 after con¬ 
suming two 24-ounce cans of 
Monster energy drink within 
24 hours. 

The cause of death, ac¬ 
cording to the girls' doctors in 
Maryland, was caffeine toxi¬ 
city.

Cannes victim of 
new hold-up days 
after luxury liofel 
heist 

CANNES (AFP) - The 
French Riviera resort of 
Cannes was once again the 
scene of a hold-up on 
Wednesday, just three days 
after a man robbed an up¬ 
market hotel in one of the 
world's biggest jewellery 
heists. 

Local prosecutors said two 
men armed with a grenade 
and gun burst into a store 
selling luxury watches and 
made off with 100 So 150 
items, just a couple of 
blocks away from the Carl¬ 
ton hotel, the scene of a 
record $136 million (103 
million euro) robbery on 
Sunday. 

The glamourous Mediter¬ 
rain ean res art h as fall en pr ey 
to thieves several times tins 
year, notably during the film 
festival in Mary which at¬ 
tracted a glittering array cf 
movie stars.

Mexico to detain ’Queen of the Pacific' over drugs 



MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Mex¬ 
ico will detain Sandra Avila 
Beltran, known as the "Queen 
of the Pacific" for her links to 
the drug trade, after the United 


States deports her, an official 
said Wednesday 

The government official,, 
who requested anonymity, 
said Avila Beltran faces an in¬ 
vestigation into a scheme to 
launder money through real 
estate purchases. 

Last week, a US judge sen¬ 
tenced her to 70 months m 
prison but she was due to be 
released due to tune already 
served in Mexico and the 
United States. 

She had been convicted of 
being an accessory after the 
fact in keeping a drug lord 


from being apprehended 

A prominent figure in 
Mexico's infamous Sinaloa 
cartel, Avila Beltran, 52 , 
reached a plea deal that re¬ 
sulted m the sole charge 

Avila Beltran was sen¬ 
tenced for being an accessory 
after the fact in helping her 
former boyfriend -- Colom¬ 
bian Juan Diego Espinosa, 
nicknamed "El Tigre" -- avoid 
arrest. 

He had served as a key li¬ 
aison between the Sinaloa and 
Colombia's Norte del Valle 
cartel. 


Avila Beltran was arrested 
on September 2 S, 2007, south 
of Mexico City Her lawyers 
had previously won three ap¬ 
peals to avoid her extradition 
She had been accused of 
belonging to a trafficking or¬ 
ganization dedicated to buy¬ 
ing and transporting drugs 
between Colombia and the 
United States from at least 
January 1999 to March 2004, 
Mexican prosecutors had said, 
Avila Beltran gained noto¬ 
riety by smiling for the cam¬ 
eras and inspiring books and 
even a well-known ballad.

HAVANA (AFP) - Seven 
people died and 41 were hos¬ 
pitalized in Havana after 
drinking illegally sold lab al¬ 
cohol, the Cuban Health Min¬ 
istry said Wednesday 

Six men and one woman 
have di e d, an d ei gilt h o spit al - 
lzed patients are in critical 
condition, the provincial 
health directorate of Havana 
said in a statement released 
by the official news agency 
Prensa Latina. 

The methanol was stolen 
from a state laboratory by 
two employees and sold by a 
woman m Havana's western 
neighborhood of La Lisa, the 
statement said 

"Due to its characteristics, 
it is difficult to differentiate 
from ethyl alcohol, which can 
lead to the occurrence of un¬ 


fortunate accidents/ the note 
said Ethyl alcohol is what 
gives alcoholic beverages 
their intoxicating characteris¬ 
tics 

Methanol, also known as 
methyl alcohol or wood alco¬ 
hol, is commonly used for 
chemical reactions in science 
lab oratories. 

The substance is 11 highly 
toxic to the human body and 
its consumption can lead to 
serious consequences such as 
blindness and even death," 
the text said.

The embattled Syrian leader's office took to the social 
media site to post pictures that include Assad greeting support¬ 
ers and his wife Asm a comforting the injured 

"Tins is nothing mare than a despicable PR stunt," State 
D ep artm ent sp Dke sworn an M an e H arf told reporters 

"It s s repulsive that the Assad regime would use tins to gloss 
over the brutality and suffering it's causing, " she said 

Harf said the Instagram account ignored the "horrific atroc¬ 
ities" in Homs and elsewhere in Syria. 

"We would encourage people to take a look at unfiltered 
photos of what's actually happening on the ground," Harf said 
Comments Dn the Instagram account praise the secular- 
minded Assad for fighting "terrorism' and Islamists and criti¬ 
cize foreign media coverage of the conflict 

However, occasional comments on the account -- histo¬ 
gram/ com/ syrianp residency -- blamed Assad for civilian 
deaths. 

Users need to follow the account, to leave comments, pro¬ 
viding a way to remove critical remarks.

After leaks, US declassifies surveillance 
order 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
O b am a administration on 
Wednesday declassified a 
court order authorizing the 
collection of US phone 
records, even as it faced new 
disclosures about die reach of 
its secret electronic surveil¬ 
lance. 

Under mounting pressure 
from lawmakers, Deputy At¬ 
torney General James Cole 
said the order spells out how 
the government can use call 
data obtained from telecom 
giants like Verizon. 

Cole told senators that the 
order 'provides that the gov¬ 
ernment. can search the data 
only if it has reasonable artic¬ 
ulable suspicion tli at the tele- 
p ho ne numb er being 
searched is associated with 
certain terrorist organiza¬ 


tions ' 

Administrati on o fficials 
confirm that an order to com¬ 
pile phone metadata was is¬ 
sued to a subsidiary of 
Verizon Communications in 
April, the Washington Post 
reported. 

A footnote clarifies that 
"telephone metadata does not 
include the substantive con¬ 
tent of any communication 
or the name, address, or fi¬ 
nancial information of a sub¬ 
scriber or customer." 

The order was among 
three secret documents de¬ 
classified by the office of Di¬ 
rector of National 
Intelligence Janies Clapper, 
which said Clapper "deter¬ 
mined that the release of 
these documents is in the 
public interest." 


The move to confront 
growing apposition to the se¬ 
cret programs came as the ad¬ 
ministration faced new 
disclosures from Edward 
Snowden, the farmer intelli¬ 
gence contractor at the center 
of the controversy. 

The latest documents ob¬ 
tained by him and published 
by British daily the Guardian 
revealed a secret surveillance 
system known as X Key score 
that allows US intelligence to 
monitor "nearly everything a 
typical user does an the Inter¬ 
net “ 

Snowden, who is now 
stranded in the transit area of 
a Moscow airport, fled the 
United States after down¬ 
loading NS A files that have 
formed the basis of one 
bombshell leale after another.

The unexpected "Fifty 
Shades 0 revelation reportedly 
came during a tour that delega¬ 
tion members took with the 
base commander, the chief 
medical officer, and the officer 
in charge of once-secret Camp 
Seven, the most secure part of 
the Guantanamo facility

US declassifies surveillance 
order amid snooping debate 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Obama administration on 
Wednesday declassified a 
court order authorizing collec¬ 
tion of millions of US phone 
records, even as it faced new 
disclosures about die reach of 
its secret electronic surveil¬ 
lance programs. 

Under mounting pressure 
from lawmakers. Deputy At¬ 
torney General James Cole 
said the newly declassified 
order spells out how tire gov¬ 
ernment can use the call data 
obtained from telecom giants 
like Verizon. 

That primary order “pro¬ 
vides that die government can 
seal'ch the data only if it has 
reasonable articulable suspi¬ 
cion that the telephone number 
being searched is associated 
with certain terrorist organiza¬ 
tions " 


Tlie move Sd confront grow¬ 
ing public and congressional 
opposition to the secret pro¬ 
grams came as the administra¬ 
tion faced new disclosures 
from Edward Snowden, the 
farmer intelligence contractor 
at the he ait of the controversy. 

The latest documents ob¬ 
tained by him and published by 
die British daily the Guardian 
revealed the existence of a se¬ 
cret surveillance system 
known as X Key sc ore that al¬ 
lows US intelligence to mom- 
tor “nearly everything a typical 
user does on the Internet" 

The Guardian said the hith¬ 
erto secret program was the 
most wide-reaching operated 
by the National Security 
Agency. 

X Key sc ore's existence 

proved the truth of Snowden's 
earlier claim, denied by some 


US officials, that before he 
quit the NS A he could "wire¬ 
tap anyone, from you or your 
accountant, to a federal judge 
or even the president, if I had 
a personal email," it said 
Since he disclosed the vast 
scale of the electronic surveil¬ 
lance operations in June, pub¬ 
lic sentiment in the US has 
shifted against them. 

Officials said the data gath¬ 
ered from the program has 
contributed to die disruption of 
54 terror threats or events, in¬ 
cluding 13 an US soil 
Deputy FBI director Sean 
Joyce insisted that the tele¬ 
phone data program, author¬ 
ized by the Patriot Act that 
came into law shortly after the 
9/11 attacks of '2011, has 
played a crucial role in "clos¬ 
ing the gaps and seams" of in¬ 
telligence gathering. 


Australia's new supercomputer a 
boon for climate scientists 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Australia's 
most powerful computer was 
unveiled Wednesday, in a 
boost for climate scientists 
who need to crunch vast 
amounts of data to make fore¬ 
casts and pinpoint extreme 
weather, officials said. 

The Australian National 
University 111 Canberra has 


named the supercomputer Rai- 
) 111 after the Japanese god of 
thunder, lightning and storms 
Lindsay Botten, director of 
die ANU's National Computa¬ 
tional Infrastructure centre 
where die computer is housed, 
said the machine can handle 
complex simulations and mod¬ 
elling much faster and at a 


higher resolution than previ- 
0 usiy avail ab 1 e in Au strali a. 

Predi ctin g extrem e we ather, 
which Australia frequently ex¬ 
periences, required millions of 
lines of code and complex in¬ 
formation to be processed in an 
instant, said Andy Pitman from 
the Centre of Excellence for 
Climate System Science. 

The machine, estimated to 
be the 27th most powerful 
computer in the world, weighs 
70 tonnes and has 57,0DO pro¬ 
cessing cores (the equal of 
about 15,000 laptop comput¬ 
ers) and 160 terabytes of mem¬ 
ory (the equivalent of about 
30,000 laptops). 

The supercomputer was 
funded as p ail 0 f Australi a 1 s in¬ 
frastructure -b ui I ding stimid u s 
package m the wake of die 
global financial crisis. 


7 arrested in murder of Costa 
Rican environmentalist 



SAN JOSE (AFP) - Costa Rican police arrested seven 
people Wednesday in connection with the murder of an 
environmentalist who was killed protecting sea turtle 
nesting areas from poachers. Jairo Mora, 26, was shot 
dead on May 31, after being intercepted on Moin beach 
by a group of hooded men. Mora worked on a conserva¬ 
tion project sponsored by local environmental group 
Eco Paradero and international organization Widecast. 

Uruguay Congress begins marijuana 

legalization debate 

MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - Uruguay's lower house Wednes- 
day began debate on a bill legalizing marijuana, which 
for the first time would put a government in charge of the 
production, sale and distribution of the drug. Under cur¬ 
rent law, possession of marijuana for personal use is 
permitted in Uruguay, although It is up to judges to de¬ 
termine what quantity is considered appropriate for per¬ 
sonal use. The bill specifies that the government would 
assume control and regulation of the importation, plant¬ 
ing, cultivation, harvesting, production, acquisition, stor¬ 
age, marketing and distribution of marijuana and its 
derivatives. Those using the drug would be able to cul¬ 
tivate up to six plants, gain access to the drug as part of 
a marijuana-growing club or purchase up to 40 grams 
per month at a dispensary. President Jose Mujica has 
backed the bill.

PARIS (AFP) - Air France on 
Wednesday confirmed its in¬ 
tention to cut around 2,500 
jobs in 2014 as part of a wide- 
ranging restructuring drive that 
has already seen thousands 
take voluntary redundancy. 

The airlme has been strug¬ 
gling to cope with the rise of 
low-cost airlines and competi¬ 
tion from Middle Eastern and 
Asian carriers. 

A spokesman said the pro¬ 
posed cuts would be made 
without forced redundancies, 
saying tire exact amount "will 
be discussed and quantified 
with unions this fall It could 
be a little more than half of the 
redundancies identified in 
2012 .' 

The measure is part of a 
major restructuring drive 
called Transform 2015, which 
has already seen more than 
5,000 employees take volun¬ 
tary redundancy.

budget shortfall of 8D0 
miHion euros ($1.1 bil¬ 
lion). 

The Vatican said in a 
statement that the pope 
had "accepted the resig¬ 
nation" of Archbishop of 
Ljubljana Anton Stres and 
the Archbishop of Maribor 
Marjan Turnsek. 

Tiny Slovenia only has 
two Catholic archdioce¬ 
ses. 

Both are leaving under 
canon law rules for a 
bishop "who because of 
illness or some other 
grave reason has become 
unsuited for the fulfilment 
of his office". 

Slovenian media 
quoted by Italian news 
agency ANSA reported al¬ 
legations that risky finan¬ 
cial mismanagement by 
the two archbishops had 
left the archdiocese of

Turnsek's predecessor 
in Maribor, Franc Kram- 
berger, was forced to re¬ 
sign in 2011 after the 
scandal overinvestments 
made by the Catholic 
Church in Slovenia first 
came to light.

Tennis: US Open boosts prize 
money to record $34 million 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US Open prize money will 
jump to a record $34.3 million 
tins year and could reach a 
record $16.9 million, the US 
Tennis Association (USTA) 
announced on Wednesday 

The figures are higher 
than the planned record 
boost announced last March 
and represent a jump of at 
least 37 % and as much as 43 
% for second- and third-round 
losers compared to last year, 
when prize money totalled 
$25.6 million. 

The year's final Grand Slam 
is set to begin August 26 on 
the Flushing Meadows hard- 
courts. 

Three months agD, the 
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USTA announced the US 
Open prize money would 
reach $33.6 million in its A Bth 
year of equal prize money for 
men and women as part of a 
five-year deal that will see 
prize money total $50 million 
by 2Q17.

The men's and women's sin¬ 
gles champions will each re¬ 
ceive $2 6 million, the largest 
one-event payout m tennis his¬ 
tory and a 37 percent boost 
from last year 

Another $2.6 million is 
(available m bonus money 
depending on how the even¬ 
tual winner performs in pre- 
US Open events. 

A US Open singles runner- 
up will receive II 3 million 
while semi-final losers will re¬ 
ceive $650,000 and losers m 
the quarter-finals will take 
home $325,000. 

Losing in the fourth round 
will still bring $165,000 with 
$93,000 to third-round losers, 
$53,000 to those who go out m 
the second round and $32,000 
for those who fail to win then 
first match.

NFL: Changes aimed 
at boosting Pro Bowl 
popularity 



NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Hie National Football League 
announced several major 
changes tD the Pro Bowl all- 
star game an Wednesday in 
hopes of boosting interest m 
the annual talent showcase 
played in Hawaii 

The league and its players 
union revealed that the long¬ 
time format of teams from the 
National and American confer¬ 
ences is being scrapped in 
favor of a draft, format assign¬ 
ing players to different squads. 

Hall of Fame farmer re¬ 
ceivers Jerry Rice and Dei on 
sanders will serve as alumni 
captains, selecting the two ros¬ 
ters in a draft format with help 
from two fans from the fantasy 
gridiron game played on the 
NFL's website. 

Fans, coaches and players 
will vote to decide the pool of 
talent available to draft for die 
2014 Pro Bowl on January 22 
with the game to be played 
four days later at Honolulu's 
Aloha Stadium on the Sunday 
before the Super Bowl 

In addition to the new ras¬ 
ter format, gridiron rules have 
been altered for the Pro Bdw1, 
including no kickoffs A com 
toss will decide which team 
gets the ball first and the ball 
will be placed at a team's 25- 


yard line after scoring plays by 
opponents 

Possession of the b all will 
change after each quailer, with 
only 35 seconds to run plays 
rather than the usual 40-second 
play clock 

Teams will each have 43 
players, with no mare lack re¬ 
turn specialist selected In¬ 
stead. each team will have an 
extra defensive back selected. 

Teams will be allowed to 
play more sophisticated defen¬ 
sive alignments, after previ¬ 
ously being restricted to 
man-ta-man coverages. 

In the final two minutes of 
every quarter, the clock will 
stop if the offensive unit does 
not gain at least one yard, forc¬ 
ing teams to attempt to gam 
yardage m the final plays of 
each quarter 

The new ideas were put 
forth by NFL Players Associa¬ 
tion p re si dent Do mo tuque

Hi e newsp ap er rep oil ed that 
unnamed sources said major 
league officials told players 
union leaders of their plans at 
a meeting Tuesday at the 
union's Manhattan offices 

Rodriguez was among sev¬ 
eral players who allegedly ob¬ 
tained performance enhancing 
drugs from a Florida health 
clinic. Biogenesis, in a scandal 
revealed six months ago 

Mo st o f the pi ay ers involve d 
will be suspended for 5D 
games, about the remainder of 
die regular season for most 
clubs, but some face longer 
bans for interfering m Major 
League Baseball's investiga¬ 
tion into file dime and doping 
by players, including lying to 
investigators 

Thus far, none have tested 
positive under Major League 
Baseball's anti-doping test pro¬ 
gram, toughened in recent 
years after complaints from 
US lawmakers 


If the suspensions are 
handed down, it would be the 
most comprehensive doping 
ban imposed by a sport that 
has seen several stars admit to 
doping and such icons as US 
home run king Barry Bonds 
and pitching legend Roger 
Cl em ens esc ap e d op in g 
charges in court cases but only 
after their legacies were tainted 
and file sp ort took a black eye 
with fans. 

Not all players linked to 
Biogenesis will be suspended, 
according to the report, be¬ 
cause the probe could not un¬ 
cover enough evidence to 
prove wrongdoing. 

Some players have already 
been suspended for their links 
to the clinic, including Mil¬ 
waukee slugger Ryan Braun, 
Oakland pitcher Bartelo Colon 
and Toronto outfielder Melky 
Cabrera. 

David Cornwell, an attorney 
for Rodriguez, said file Yan¬ 
kees third baseman will appeal 
any b an 

The rep ort said players were 
expected to inform Major 
League Baseball of an intent to 
challenge the bans by Wednes¬ 
day. 

The report said investigators 


have overwhelming evidence 
that Rodriguez used perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs in 201Q, 
2011 and 2012, including hun¬ 
dreds of e-mails, phone 
records and text messages. 

In 2009, "A-RDd' admitted 
that he had taken steroids from 
2D01 to 2003 while playing for 
the Texas Rangers, tainting 
what had then been seen as an 
undoped challenge to the 
major league home run record. 

Evidence gathered by inves¬ 
tigators shows Rodriguez tried 
to interfere with the probe by 
purchasing documents linking 
him to the dime and intimidat¬ 
ing witnesses, in addition to 
using banned drugs, according 
to die report. 

If Rodriguez appeals his ban. 
Major League Baseball com¬ 
missi oner Bud Selig could in¬ 
voke die seldom-used p ower to 
ban a player to preserve the in¬ 
tegrity of the sport, bypassing 
the owners-urnon deal and put¬ 
ting a suspension in force im¬ 
mediately. 

Rodriguez could appeal such 
amove, hut Sehg would be file 
one to hear the appeal and the 
process would likely take the 
remaining two months of the 
season to complete 

Among others linked to Bio¬ 
genesis in evidence first ob¬ 
tained by Miami New Times 
newspaper are Yankees catcher 
Francisco Cervelli, Texas out¬ 
fielder Nelson Cruz, Detroit 
shortstop Jhonny Peralta and 
San Diego infielder Everth 
Cabrera.
